In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the office action mailed 
May 19, 2004, Applicants hereby provisionally elect Group I, claims 1-9 and 18, for 
examination, with traverse. Applicants traverse on the ground that there is no undue burden 
for the examiner to examine groups I and II together (claims 10-17 drawn to a method for 
the modulation of the catalytic activity of a protein kinase (PK) with compounds of claim 1). 

It is respectfully submitted that pursuant to the Official Gazette notice of March 26, 
1996, which establishes guidelines for treatment of product and process claims in light of In 
re Ochiai, claims drawn to methods (claims 10-17) should be included herein for 
consideration on the merits. At the minimum, method of use claims of the same scope as the 
product claims should be rejoined when the product claims are found to be allowable. 

Applicants, of course, reserve the right to file one or more divisional applications 
covering the subject matter of the non-elected claims. 
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Applicants wish to point out that claims 19 - 37 are directed to methods of treatment 
of a PK disorder and not to a "pharmaceutical kit useful for the treatment of HIV infection" as 
the examiner enunciated on page 2 of the office action.
